ONLY ONE POLIO CASE REPORTED IN R1O SINCE IMMUNIZATION 
Rio de Janeiro JORNAL DO BRASIL ‘n Portuguese 24 Jul 80 p 22 


(Text) Only a single case of polio was registered in the municipality of 
Rio de Janeiro following the administration of the firet dose of vaccine 
during the National Antipolio Campaign. This information was released 
yesterday by municipal health secretary Dr Raimundo Oliveira, who added 
that, prior to that, there was an average of 30-40 cases per month. 


For the second phase of the campaign, scheduled for 16 August, secretary 
Oliveira guaranteed that the plan for taking care of the population in 

the municipality is ready and calle for the establishment of 3,500 vaccina- 
tion teams. "But we have a shortage of vehicles. During the first phase, 
we were operating with 193--and that was Little enough,” he remarked. 


n addition to the reorganization of some stations and the employment of 
wore than 600 civil servante--during the administration of the first dose, 
5,300 were used--the secretary yesterday submitted the plan to Mayor Julio 
Coutinho during a conference in City Hall. He asked for more transporta- 
tion and said that, during the first phase, the Ministry of Health had 
anticipated vaccinating 550,000 children but the final figure came to 
609,000. "This was a total success,” he said. 


He also explained that city health stations continue to provide normal care 
for persons who want to be vaccinated and that there will be no obstacle 

to any children getting the second dose first ("it is more powerful because 
it can attack a broader range of viruses"), completing immunization 60 days 
after the first vaccination. He said that the existence of cases of men- 
ingitis in the municipality are a “scourge” and predicted that a nationwide 
campaign to wipe out this disease would be launched shortly.

MALARLA VICTIMS IN SULTENG=-The outbreak of Tropical Malaria in Sulteng 
among tranemigrante from Bali ie greater than ever reported before. 
According to Kadarueno, Director General of Transmigration, 85 people 
have died from the disease; 52 are from the Toili transmigration project 
(Luwak Regency), 33 residents of the Sausu Tambarana project (Donggala 
Regency). According to Kadarueno, there are 5 causes for the 85 deaths 
in Sulteng: Firet, there ie a lack of concern in observing health 
measures after leaving their place of origin; second, homes were sprayed 
too late; third, delays caused possible health measures not to be carried 
out efficinetly; fourth, sufficient mosquito nets are not yet available 
for the tranemigrants, and those who have them don't want to use them;

DIPTHERIA IN JAKARTA--Sam Umar, the Public Relations Officer for City 
Health, Special Capital Region, urged that all children with diptheria 
symptoms be checked immediately by a doctor. He made this statement 
following the news that within the past 3 days 20 children have died 

of diptheria in the Tjipto Mangunkuemo hospital in Jakarta. As a matter 
of fact, diptheria is endemic to Jakarta (has been for years), said a 
medical specialist who works for the Department of Health, Special 
Capital Region. A pediatrician at Tjipto Mangunkusmo hospital said that 
children who were admitted with diptheria had never been vaccinated 
against the disease.

ACUTE GASTROENTERITIS STUDY PROJECT=--Bandung June . The Health Department 
of the Central Government has designated the Deli Serdang (Sumut) Regency 
and Bandung as the location for surveying the acute gastroenteritis disease 
in 1980, In sel cting these two sample areas, the government hopes to come 
up with an eradication plan on a national acale. Dr Abikusna, Head of the 
Health Department for the Bandung Regency, explained to SINAR HARAPAN chat 
the Bandung Regency has received 3 million rupiahs to carry out this pro- 
ject for a one-year period, The results of the study will be sent to Head- 
quaters. If they are effective in eradicating this contagious disease, the 
project will gradually be used as a pattern to eradicate the disease through- 
out Indonesia, "In the Bandung (Jabar) Regency alone we have been able to 
suppress this disease drastically," said Dr Abikusna. As an illustration, 
at the end of Five-Year Plan I, the Bandung Regency reported deaths up to 
20% [of cases]. At the close of Five-Year Plan II the rate was only 1%, 
and in 1979-80 the rate dropped to 0.56%. The effectiveness said Dr 
Abikuena, is due largely to the cooperation of the public. Many are 
familiar with the health centers in each district. However, the Head of 
the Department of Health for the Bandung Regency admitted that in the 
Majalaya area there were 83 cases of acute gastroenteritis in four villages 
in June. Two people died. But cases are decreasing, he added, because 
formerly 8 to 10 districts would suffer from this disease. [Text]

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HOSPITALS 'SHOULD NEVER BECOME DISEASE

THE authorities have admitted that cholera 
has broken out at Mathare Menta! Hospital! 
While it might be considered possible for a 
disease like cholera to break out, and even 
spread, in an ordinary hospital which receives 
patients with all kinds of diseases, it is not 
easy to understand how cholera could “‘in- 
vade” Mathare. An explanation of sorts has 
been given by the hospital administration that 
since the mental patients cannot take care of 
their personal hygiene it is possible the disease 
can spread. 

We reject this so called explanation. It 
seems to indicate gross irresponsibility on the 
part of the authorities. It is true that there are 
mental patients in Mathare who, because of 
the nature of their illness, are not able to func 
tion normally. This should be recognised by 
the hospital administration. We expect them 
to have subordinate staff whose work is to look 
after the patients who cannot look after them- 
selves. ese workers should, among other 
things, wash patients. Thus, the contention 
that the mental! patients cannot function nor. 
mally and that they therefore stay filthy, 
encouraging diseases, is not acceptable at all 
They ought to be taken care of 

The administration also implies that the hospital 
surrounding is itself dirty. One suspects that the 
real reason why cholera has broken out in Mathare 
is the failure by the authorities to maintam genera! 
cleanliness in the hospital. Those who have had 
occasion to visit the hospital have been struck by 
the genera! condition of decay and filth. Buildings

are in a poor condition. As they are relatively old, it 
is harder to clean them than it is to clean a modern 
all-concrete-and-giass building. But fhat is ne 
reason for allowing the general state of cleanliness 


to detenorate to the extent that it incubates 
disease. The hospital authonties’ claim that the 
City Council had long ago appealed to the Ministry 
of Heaith to renovate the hospital is not relevant. It 
may well be that the Ministry will build a modern 
hospital. But until the new one is actually built, 
the administration has a duty to make sure that 
the old hospital is kept clean. 

The attitude of the administration is 
symptomatic of a general laxity which is 
increasingly found among those who are charged 
with public responsibilities. They keep asking for 
more modern equipment and buildings as an 
excuse for not providing proper services within the 
existing facilities. This is irresponsible and it works 
against the interests of the society 

Consider, for example, the Kenyatta Hospital 
Estate. The buildings and genera! layout are 
satisfactory, but what does one find there? Filthy 
and completely insanitary situation prevail, with 
garbage strewn around. The Press has in the recent 
past carried stones pointing out that the situation 
at the estate may lead to a cholera out break soon if 
the hospital administration does not take action 

It is time the Minister of Health visited the non 
treatment areas of some of these hospitals and 
insisted that the expected levels of cleanliness be 
maintained. He should insist that hospital 
administraturs ensure that hospital grounds are 
clean. This nation demands nothing less from 
hospitals. They should never become disease 
incubators.

Professor Huckstep stated that 
with the sum contn buted by the Rot- 
ary International, the first phase for 
treatment of polio will start with a 
workshop in Lilongwe to be manned 
by skilled voluntary orthopaedic 
surgeons and administrators This 
will be followed by a second phase in

Editorial: New Efforts in the Fight Against Pollo ,.

Text] PREVENTION is better than cure, so goes the saying. Al- 
though true, the saying should not oring about pessimism in 
rehabilitating patients who have been struck by a disabling 
disease such as polio. This disease has always stunned par- 
ents and relatives of victims, mostly children affected in their 
early lives. Parents have, in most cases, lost hope of assisting 
such children to lead a normal life by sending them to school 
because of the physical deformities or by suspecting them to 
be mentally retarded. 

This state of affairs has led to millions of physically 
disabled people in Africa and other developing countnes 
throughout the world to tum to begging, and the public have 
held the popular view that these victims can do nothing else 
but beg. This is not so. Modern surgery has been developed 
to such an extent that badly crippled patients can have some 
of their limbs re-aligned to enable them walk upright. They 
can go to school and master various skills suited to their 
respective body capabilities. 

A case in point which serves as an example is a polio 
treatment programme conducted by Professor L. Huckstep 
currently at the University of New South Wales, Sydney in 
Australia, who has vast experience in the treatment of polio 
cases. He had conducted a 12 year polio treatment prog- 
ramme in Uganda, as a result of which thousands of polio 
victums had been rehabilitated. Severely-deformed patients 
were operated on, regained normal body movements mar- 
vellously, and were capable of taking useful trades to make 
them self supporting. 








Profes. or Huckstep who had been in the country last 
week, under the auspices of Rotary Intemational, who was 
accompanied by two officials from the organisation's US 
headquarters, came to appraise a polio treatment programme 
similar to the one he had conducted in Uganda which Rotary 
International have envisaged to establish in the country later 
in the year. 

This plan which is expected to benefit an estimated 
20,000 polio patients in the country, will be coordinated by 
Rotary Club of Lilongwe under the Malawi Against Polio 
(MAP) programme which has the blessing of His Excellency 
the Life President, Ngwazi Dr. H. Kamuzu Banda who is the 
Patron. It takes the curative form of treatment. 

Earlier this year a country-wide poliomyelitis immuni- 
sation programme was launched by the Ministry of Health 
under the Department of Maternal and Child Health. Jointly 
funded by the Malawi Government and the Save The Chil- 
dren Fund, the project started in the Lower Shire districts of 
Chikwawa and Nsanje, moving on to Thyolo and Mulanje 
districts and spreading to the Central and Northern Regions. 
The project which is expected to be completed in 15 months 
tume, will save many young babies from contracting the 
disease. However those who were already attacked should 
not be left unattended to. 

The new programme which will start operating in Oc- 
tober will need the co-operation of all voluntary bodies in 
bringing polio patients for rehabilitation. Parents and rela- 
tives of the polio cases should also co-operate in order to 
make the exercise successful in an effort to build a healthy 
nation.

CHAGAS DISEASE THREAT--Arequipa (EFE)--The incurable Chagas’ disease is a 
potential threat to 15 million people in Peru, Chile and Bolivia, the 
Bolivian physician Alfredo Romero Davila reported here. Named after the 
Brazilian physician who identified it, the disease is transmitted through 
the bite of a email insect, the “chirimacha,” and is endemic in the south- 
ern Peruvian departments of Moquegua and Arequipa. He said, too, that 
there are at least three million people in Peru who are in danger of con- 
tracting the disease, which attacks the heart, causing cardiopathies that 
are inevitably fatal, having no cure thus far. Romero Davila spoke on the 
subject at the first international session on cardiology, attended by heart 
specialists from Peru, Chile and Bolivia. The only method of combating the 
“chirimacha” and the disease it transmits is to fumigate houses to eliminate

|Excerpt] A bacterium that was isolated thie week in the laboratories of the 
Dr Ricardo Jorge National Institute of Health appears to have been respon- 
sible for the deaths, since December of last year, of 26 newborn babies among 
the 400 affected to date by an outbreak of gastroenteritis and diarrhea. 


Originally detected at the Alfredo da Costa Maternity Hospital, where about 
120 cases occurred, two of which proved fatal, out of a total of 7,000 births, 
the disease (caused by a gram-negative bacterium), which is not yet complete- 
ly under control, constitutes, in particular,a first alert against the condi- 
tions surrounding maternal and child care in our country, specifically at the 
Alfredo da Costa Maternity Hospital, which is crowded to the point of being 
susceptible to similar situations in the future. 


Meanwhile, last Tuesday, the state secretary of health appointed a task force 
comprised of Dr Aloisio Coelho (from the Ricardo Jorpe Institute), Dr J. M. 
Ramos de Almeida (from the Alfredo da Costa Maternity Hospital) and the health 
director for the Lisbon district, Dr Prado Quintino, which will prepare a 
atudy of this situation. 


© JORNAL was told by Dr Aloisio Coelho, a member of the task force: "We have 
been instructed to make an applied epidemiological study at the Alfredo da 
Costa Maternity Hospital to ascertain whether we can really identify the 
agent responsible for the outbreak of gastroenteritis that has occurred, the 
source of infection and the way in which it spreads, so as to devise a strat- 
egy for curbing and neutralizing that infection." Although this group's 
task is limited to the specific situation that has now occurred, Dr Aloisio 
Coelho added; "The study will certainly include recommendations and conclusions 
that may prove useful in future situations.” 


In fact, the bacterium that has now been isolated at the Dr Ricardo Jorge 
National Institute of Health, which is of the “opportunist” type (bacteria 
which develop when the environmental conditions are favorable for them), suc- 
ceeded in proliferating only because of the defective conditions of sanita- 
tion and disinfection currently existing at the Alfredo da Costa Maternity

SKIN DISEASE NOTED--Lt is reported that metal objects used against spots 
popularly called "Samyeli" are of no use. It has been disclosed that 
Samyeli, which is a skin disease that strikes during summer and parti- 
cularly in August, is a fungus infection. Dr Ahmet Murad of the Istanbul 
Medical School Department of Dermatology said that Samyeli is a fungus 
infection and warned, "Do not lie on a wooden landing or a wooden chaise 
lounge.” Prof Murad noted that people have misconceptions about the 
disease, believing that southerly winds, particularly in August, leave 
spots on a wet body and that metallic objects like nails worn on the 
bathing suit prevents it. He stated that these measures are ineffective. 
He observed, "Samyeli is a fungus infection from plant parasites living 
on the skin's surface. It is a type of mold. This disease, which 
increases during the summer, burgeons in damp, hot climates on parts of 
the body that perspire more. These spots which are quite indistinct in 
winter emerge in summer with a milky brown color. A symptom is the 
appearance on a sun-tanned body of fluid drops on skin area that will 

not tan due to minute scales present at the base of the infected spot."

POULTRY VACCINE UNIT=-Bombay, June 18.--A Re. 50-lakh poultry vaccine pro- 
ject, claimed to be the firat of ite kind in Asia, has been commissioned 
and will not only help save the country several lakhs in foreign exchange, 
but will also ensure ready local supply of international-standard prophy- 
lactic vaccines to meet the growing demands of the poultry industry. 
Situated on an isolated site off the Khadakvasla lake, 27 km from Pune, 
the poultry vaccine plant has been set up by the Venkateshwara Hatcheries 
group in technical collaboration with Tribio Laboratories Inc. of Penn- 
sylvania, USA. Two vaccine unite--Ventri Biological, vaccine division of 
the Venkateshwara Hatcheries Private Limited, Pune and Srini Biological 
Laboratories Pvt. Ltd., Pune, will undertake the manufacture of a range 
of poultry vaccine under this programme. The new biological units will 
manufacture Marek's disease vaccine for the first time in India along 
with a range of vaccines for avian diseases like Ranikhet, Lasota, infec- 
tious bronchitis and fowl pox. As part of their future plans, the units 
between them intend to manufacture vaccines against gumboro, AET etc. 

A novel feature of the vaccines that will be provided is that henceforth, 
poultry farmers in India need not undertake the tedious task of manually 
vaccinating each and every bird individually. To administer vaccines to 
such large flocks, the Venkateshwara project will produce water-miscible 
vaccines.

ANTI=RABLES VACCINE ORDERED--Zambia is buying a total of 60,000 doses 

of anti-rabies vaccine for doge and cattle from South Africa, senior 
veterinary officer, Dr Samuel d'Cruz said in Lusaka yesterday. Dr d'Cruz 
also said that 500,000 doses of anti-quarter evil vaccine for cattle had 
been received from the same source. He said the anti-rabies vaccines would 
be brought in two monthly batches of 15,000 until December. The veterinary 
department in the Ministry of Agriculture and Water Development has arranged 
to obtain a further quantity of the vaccines from South Africa next year, 
he added. The order was designed to keep a continued flow of supplies of 
the vaccines for the prevention of diseases in the animals.

from South Africa which can be administered to dogs, cats and cattle,

ARMY WORM THREATENS QUINDIO, CALDAS CROPS 
Bogota EL. ESPECTADOR in Spanish 11 Aug 80 See A pp l, 8 


[Text] Manizales--The forestry and coffee-growing activity in.the departments 
of Quindio and Caldas are seriously threatened owing to the presence of an 
army worm, which has started to attack the plantations of conifers in this 
section of the country. 


According to the technicians who have been dealing with the natural disaster, 
the pestilence is related to the "cypress defoliating” worm which, in its 
larval state, breaks and eats the tender parts of the reforested trees, caus- 
ing them to die. 


The threat posed by this insect is increased by the fact that it attacks not 
only cypresses, but also all species of pines and even coffee plants, al- 
though to a lesser extent. 


Anxiety 


The owners of the reforested properties are in a state of anxiety because 
their plantations have been totally or partially destroyed within a few days, 
and also because the technical and economic resources for control have been 
insufficient. 


One of the plantations hardest hit is located in the vicinity of the city of 
Manizales, on the property known as "La Concordia,” which was almost complete- 
ly destroyed within a period of 10 days. 


Since then, control efforts have been carried out, and the total destruction 
of the cypress plantations was reduced. The main attacks are concentrated in 
the cities of Manizales, Pereira, Armenia and Pensilvania. 


Some silviculturists explained to EL ESPECTADOR that the pressure from the 
pestilence has reached such extremes that the worms can be heard eating, and 
their activity is constant, both by night and day. 


In the efforts for control and evaluation of the damage, insect counts have 
been taken, and a total of between 3,000 and 6,000 larvae per tree has been 
established. 
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To date, Only private entities have cooperated economically and technically 
to counter the attack; but they have claimed that, in order to eradicate it 
and to prevent its spread to adjacent regions and to the coffee crop, they 
need acientific resources and economic infrastructure which are within the 
reach of and incumbent upon the government alone, 


At the present time 1.55 million pesos, collected by the Caldas Forest Cor- 
poration and contributed by private agencies concerned with the reforesta- 
tion sector, have been invested in just one small plantation. 





It should be noted that, despite the seriousness of the calamity, the Caldas 
Forest Corporation hae been conducting scientific research in this area, and 
hae applied it effectively. It has, at the same time, avoided the use of 
insecticides, because they upset the ecological balance and are harmful to 
the people residing in nearby locations. 


Damage 


The direct and indirect damage has been impossible to evaluate exactly as yet, 
as is the total number of hectares demolished by the pestilence; because, on 
the one hand, the pestilence is continuing to spread and, on the other, the 
control has worked and the disaster from the attack has been minimized. 


The presence of cypress defoliating insects was detected in the country for 
the first time in Antioquia, during 1953. They showed up again later, in 
1965 and thereafter, in 1969, a year during which they caused the greatest 
devastation on record. 


The worm, to be more accurate, is a larva of a lepidopteron [butterfly], whose 
color varies from gray to light brown. When completely developed, it can 
measure as long as 4 centimeters, and travels as if it were measuring inter- 
vals of four. 


The smali worms begin causing damage to the upper part of the trees, gradual- 
ly descending until they Leave the tree completely stripped or defoliated, 
whereupon the vegetal growth can die. 


Life Cycle 


The insect does its damage in the larval stage. After this stage, it hangs 
from the branches of the trees by means of a thread which it produces itself, 
penetrating the soil to a depth of from 2 to 5 centimeters. Once the larvae 
are in the ground, they are converted into a shiny dark brown pupa. After 
approximately 20 days, the adults, which are butterflies, emerge, and remain 
during the daytime in the tree trunks, with the appearance of white patches 
on gun-barrels. The butterflies measure about 5 centimeters. 


The larval stage lasts approximately 55 days; in other words, for a period of 
2 months the small worms may be found eating cypress leaves. Nevertheless, 
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different types of insects and fungi have been found which have aided in con- 
trolling the pestilence, They include various kinds of flies and wasps which 
live on the larvae. Among the fungi, one called Cordiceps has been found, 
which lives on the pupae, 


The scientific name of the insect is Glena bisulca, classified by Rindge. 
The control measures used to date are: 


Killing the butterflies or "chapolas" [moths] in the branches, so that the 
adult butterfly cannot lay new eggs on the branches and bark of the tree. 





Collecting pupae or chrysalides, so as to confine them in special baskets, 
thereby preventing them from continuing their normal life cycle, 


Using light traps, a control system consisting of the placement of lamps, so 
that the butterflies will be attracted to them and thus controlled. 


The most effective control thus far has been the application of "anti-feeding" 
products, which are applied to the foliage of the trees and which change the 
taste of their leaves. This system prevents the larvae from feeding, and 
therefore they die of weakness from lack of food. However, the silvicultur- 
ists claim that the control systems could be made more efficient through the 
application of products by helicoprer, something that the government should 
provide for this kind of natural disaster and other similar ones.

NEW BEAN VARIETLES=--The Institute of Agricultural Science and Technology 
(ICTA) of the Agriculture Ministry has reported three now bean varieties 
that have shown tolerance not only to the yellow bean mosaic but also to 
other diseases including common bean mosaic, rust, etc. The work of the 
scientists of the ICTA, especially in the country's eastern zone, has 
principally been carried out against viral diseases that limit bean 
production, such as the Yellow Bean Mosaic. In the search for a tolerance 
to this disease a selection of 41 F2 and F3 test groups from a group of 
hybrids from the CIAT (International Center for Tropical Agriculture) was 
initiated in 1977. In 1979 the F7 and F8 strains were broadly tested

LNSECT THREAT TO RICE CROP--According to a report by the Ministry of 
Agriculture Crop Diseases and Insect Pests Forecasting Center, there will 
be serious outbreaks of (dao he xu) and rice leaf roller pests in the 
middle and lower reaches of the Chang Jiang and the Huaihe basin. Accord- 
ing to surveys by plant diseases and insect pests forecasting stations in 
Jiangsu, Anhui, Hubei, Hunan, Jiangxi and Sichuan Provinces, at present 
(he dao xu) insects are found in far greater numbers than in the past few 
years, and nearly in as great a number as in the same period of 1975, the 
most serious year since the founding of new China. On the average, the 
insects are mainly found on single-crop rice and early-planted double- 
crop late rice. Unless preventive measures are taken promptly, large areas 
of late rice will be threatened. To ensure good crops of middle-season 
and late rice, the Ministry of Agriculture Crop Diseases and Insect Pests 
Forecasting Center suggests that the affected areas pay attention to fore- 
casts by local plant diseases and insect pests forecasting stations and 
adopt effective measures to control the insect pests without delay. /Text/

HETLONGJLANG INSECT PESTS--By using agricultural pesticides and biological 
controls, Heilongjiang Province has brought under control various types of 
insect pests on more than 960,000 mu of wooded lands. At present this prov- 
ince has 2,664 million mu of artificial forest lands plagued by various types 
of insect pests. Since late May, four airplanes have been dispatched, making 
some 590 flights, to apply agricultural pesticides to more than 430,000 mu
